REVENUE AND. EXPEN DITU RE. 


Ina recapitulary statement of receipts and | 
expehditure of the revenue for 1862, published in | 
the Government Gazélte, we find several items | 
which would assuredly Jead to some discussion 
‘had ‘we a Parliament. As’ it is, 
mast-only “grin and beat 1t” for a while longer. | 
Under the head of receipts we find, “ Postage 
esd 14.51%, Why, 1870 letters—not more tone | 
one to every (two'petsons in that part of the 
country daring the year—to Cariboo would | | 
duce ;the entire sum, without saying anything | 
about New, Westminster, Douglas, Lillooet, 
Hope, Yale, Lytton, and a score of smaller pla- 
ces. | We cannot honestly say.that we are sur- 
| prised at the smallness of the revenue derived 
.from ‘this source, for'we have more than once | 
stated that with such exorbitant rates of postage | 
the révenue must be small—mach smaller than | 
if the rates were put down to one-fourth of what 
they are-now, 
letter coming, and going between this city and | 
Victoria, which inclades all letters between this | 
Colony and the outside world, pay arate of 5 
cents, and all newspapers one cent, that every 
letter going, or coming. between this city and 
places above pay the following rates : Douglas, 
Hope. and Yale, 5d., Lytton and Lillooet, Is., 
Williams Lake, 2s., Quesnclle, 3s,, Cariboo, 4s. 
and that newspapers pay 2}d. to the lower and 
5d. t6 the upper towns, and when we find that 
the entire revenue for the year 1862, derived 
from the Postal Department with so high a tariff 
_ of charges, only amounts to the paltry sum already 
giver no farther evidence is needed to prove 
that, as a medium of transmission in this Celony, 
Her Majesty’s Mail is almost totally discarded. 

We have said we are not surprised at the 
smallness of the revenue derived from this source, 
as itis the patoral result of the high rates of 
postage. But we are surprised at the following 
item ‘found under the head of Expenditure : 
** Conveyaiice of Mails, £4054 4s.” Here isa 
sum of over $20,000 against about $1800! The 
disparity ig far too great. We are not of those 
who hold that the Postal Department in a young 
Colosy should be self sustaining. A thorough 
and [iberal nail service, ought to be one of the 
very first agts of the Goverument. And_had we 
such in this Colony many of the letters now (go- 
ing by Express and nearly all going by ‘private 
hand—which, we believe, comprises the major 
portion of the entire mail matter of the Colony— 
would finditheir way.into the mait bags, and 


however, we | 





would produce a revenue four or five times as 


large as what we find set down for last year ; 
and the public would have satisfaction and value 
for their money, neither of which they now en- 
joy. i But surely the present experiment has 
been tried | Jong enough tu convince the Govern- 
ment of its inntility and the necessity of adopting 
‘a more liberal system. Why should they | not 
profit by the experience of other Colonies, and 
even Great Britain herself? There it has been 
fally demonstrated that the lower the rate of 
postage the larger the revenue.. Thus we find 
that in Canada, with a uniform five cent postage 
and five thousand Post-offices, the Department is 
actually more than self-sustaining. 

‘Bat we are not done with this $20,270 for the 
conveyance of mails.
